I have, 
however, seen myself a very large cultivation of 
pepper in Southern Para State developed by the 
Japanese which seemed quite successful. I do 
believe that Brazil' s development will largely take 
place in the non -Amazonian areas. They are 
concerned with the lack of population in the 
Amazon areas and I believe their efforts are 
really directed at"Brazilianizing" the area.
